Yinkow, July 12.—Japanese vessels 
have been seen off Kaichou. 
It is be­ 
lieved that they are keeping in touch 
with the advance of the land forces 
and that lf the Japanese take Tatche­ 
kiao, which is understood to be their 
objective, it is thought that a landing 
will be made simultaneously at Yin- 
kow. 
The fighting at Kaichou consisted of 
a series of skirmishes on duly 7 ami 
July 8, ending with tho occupation of 
the town by General Oku bs troops. 
The Japanese began to push their 
advance north at dawn 
July 9 and 
since then they have proceeded stead­ 
ily. 
-They kept their artillery well to 
the front and shelled 
and occupied 
Pintzan, seven 
miles north 
of Ka!- 
< lion, at noon July I*. 
It is now report­ 
ed that they are in close touch with 
Tatcheklao. 
General Oku is said to be wearing 
a Chines© costume.

Schell, while not wealthy, was any­ 
thing but a poor man. 
He had amassed 
quite a considerable amount of property 
and his personal holdings will reach a 
neat sum. 
Now that the man is dead and out of 
the way all kinds of good things are 
sTTirf"JTtToiiI him. 
It is admitted he was 
an eccentric fellow, but with all his 
faults he had some good traits. 
It is 
said that his little home on the land 
where he lived for about ten years near 
Deerwood, was a model of neatness and, 
as one limn expressed it, he always kept 
his floor so clean that one would take no 
chances even in eating off of it. 
His 
clothing was always clean and he was 
always very neat. 
Ho bached it for 
years, but lived like a prince. 
At the time tho horrible duel took 
place Schell was clean shaven. 
He had 
evidently gone home quito early from 
his work that evening, took his bath, 
shaved himself and had eaten his even­ 
ing meal. 
He was in the act of churn­ 
ing, it is thought, when it dawned upon 
him that he must go over and have it 
out with Rhodes. 
The churning was 
about half done and he left churn, cream 
and all just as it was. 
Schell was honest to the last, but he

Hi* w as iii Vladivostok before the out 
break of hostilities anil lins told me of 
the serenity which possessed men when 
w ar w as deemed im possible, of the con­ 
sternation when it appeared im m inent 
and of tin* absolute terror w hen it 
actually broke out. 
Not tin* least inter­ 
esting part of his story w as that w hich 
sh o w s how the love of motley tran­ 
scends even that of hum an life, how* 
“corners” were m ade in w heat and 
kerosene and fam ine stared the people* 
in tin* face. This latter commodity w as 
bought up in large quantities by the 
Chinese traders and retailed iii eight 
gallon eases at 5 rubles each, a little 
more than $2.50. 
T he com m andant of 
the Vladivostok forces, however, spoil­ 
ed this little art Hico of fixing tin* price 
of meat, wheat, kerosene and various 
other necessaries of life, a standard 
from which no deviation w as allowed. 
“ H ow did tin* p o p u l a r e receive the 
proclamation of w ar?” I asked. 
“ Well, at first the peoj.le were terror 
stricken. 
They lied in all directions - 
from the coast. 
Som e went to Iiar- 
barovsk, 
others to 
Itlagovestehensk, 
aud not a few to N ikolskilssuriskI, but 
the hardships w ere many, and most of 
them soon returned. 
The chief d if­ 
ficu lt y was with regard to food. 
A t 
tirst all w as l ight. Then the governm ent 
took all tile meat. save a small quantity 
of pork, for tin* troops, and w e had to 
live on almost vegetarian diet.
